Tatong river, fighting will be renewed on a large 
scale, We learn on good authority that the Chi- 
bese losses at Plog-an were exceedingly heavy, 
the Japanese fighting desperately antil thrown 
back by weight of numbers, As Viceroy Li's 
victorious troops did not immediately follow up 
the retreating enemy, {t Is evident they are 
waiting for the large relnforc-ments of infantry 
and cavalry -ahoitly expected from the Yaloo 
river, before advancing farther south.

Gradually the force of events fs atriking off the 
fetters of Consular Juttsdiction from Japan's 
limbs.

The floods are not so bad | 
as.they were {n 1888, a year never to be forgottan 
by the dwellers io Newchwang; but they aro 
worse than in any other summer for a long time 
back.

MANCHURIA.

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) | 
LIAOYANG, bat August. 

Llaoyang {s the arctent capttal of Manchuria, 
and ft fu from here that the military road to the 
Korean frontler branches off from ‘the great 
north and south road through the province, 
Consequently ali northern troops ordered to the 
front must pass our gates, Dorlng the last 
week some ere infantry bave t gone by and 7oo 
cavalry under the command of Generals Tso, 
Kéng and Féng. Reports makes out folly 
1,000 ,of these to be but raw recruits, newly 
enlisted for this special service. Enlistment 
goes on merrily all round, the poor people belng 
tempted by ‘the high pay of Ts, 3.60 per month, 
Itls a veritable godsend to many of them, for 
thelr crops bave been rained by last month's 
floods. The few stragelers that we personally 
have seen on the masch certainly look very raw. 
Yesterday we watched a few io charge of some 
cartloads of soldiers’ kits and some powder. In 
front marched thelr leader with fixed bayonet 
and a very conscious sense of his own Import- 
ance. Next came a heavily laden Peklogese 


small cart, going faster than I ever succeeded |- 


In getting a carter to drive me ; on the back of 
this were slung, without any protection what- 
ever, perhaps three dozen mud-bespattered and 
rusty old fashioned rifles. This cart was fol- 
lowed by an open farmer's waggon laden with 
cases and kegs of gunpowder, on top of which 
perched a new-enlisi rustle complacently. 
norsing bis water-pipe. These ase fair speci. 
mens of the “brave”. procession, It fs sald, 
jwith what measure of truth I know not, that 
Chinese troops only have been ordered forward 
hitherto—tbe Manchus belong held bac’ mean- 
while for reasons best known to themselves. 

News travels slowly in these reglods and we 
have only just heard’ of the capture of their 
Mojesties of Korea. The report has occasloned 
considerable excitement, and it wi'l be still more 
difficult’to obtaln information henceforth, for we
